DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
1 1/20/07 has been entered. 



Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. Method claim 12 has been amended to limit the friction modifier used in the 
method to the reaction product of 1 .6 to 2.5 moles of carboxylic acid with 1 mole of an 
aminoalcohol selected from a list, and further to require the fluid used in the method to 
comprise a dispersant. Claim 1 , to the fluid composition, has been cancelled, and its 
dependent claims made dependent on the method claim 12. 

Higaki, as discussed in the previous office actions, discloses oxazoline synthetic 
lubricants made from the reaction of a fatty acid, including isostearic acid, and an 
aminoalcohol, but does not disclose a mole ratio of acid to aminoalcohol within the 
range recited in the amended claims. Higaki discloses in Table 1 that all three R groups 
in the lubricant are isostearic acid residues, and there is no indication that the reaction 
product of Higaki would contain as a subcomponent the claimed reaction product, nor is 
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there any teaching or suggestion that would lead one of ordinary skill in the art to modify 
the reaction ratio to meet the limitation of the amended claims. 

Zestermann (U.S. Pat. No. 4,288,361) discloses oxidation inhibitors for 
lubricating compositions comprising the reaction product of a carboxylic acid and an 
aminoalcohol in a 2:1 mole ratio (Examples 3, 6, 11-14), but the reaction products do 
not contain at least two branched chain alkyl groups containing at least about 6 carbon 
atoms. 

The rejection of claim 12 set forth in the office action mailed 8/20/07 is therefore 
overcome, and as the prior art does not teach lubricating a transmission, tractor, 
gearbox, or bearing with a fluid composition comprising the friction modifier and 
dispersant recited in the amended claims, the claims are allowed.
